15 That ſearch may be made in the 
book of the records ot thy tathers: fo ſhale 
thou fiud iu the book of the records, and 
kuow, that this city is a rebellious city, 
and hurtfull unto kings and provinces, 
and thar they bave moved {edition within 
the ſatue of old time: for which cauſe was 
tbis city deſtroyed. _ : 

16 We certiſie the king, that iſ this 
citie be builded again, and the walls 
thcreof ſet up, bythis means thou ſhalt 
have no portion on this fide the river. 

17 J Then ſent the king an anſwer 
unto Rehum the chancellour , and to 
Shimſhai the ſcribe, and to the reſt of 
theit companions that dwell in Samaria, 
and untothe reft beyoud the river, Peace, 
and at ſuch a eime. 

18 he letter which ye ſent unto us, 
hath been plainly read before me. 

19 Aud i commanded, aud ſearch hath 
bee made, aud it is found, that this citie 
of old time hath made inſurrection 
againſt kings, and that rebellion and fe- 
dition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mightie kings alſo 
over J*ruſfalew, which bave ruled over all 
:ountreys beyond the river; and toll, tri. 
but e, and cuſtome was payed unto them. 

21 Give je now andinent, to cauſe 
theſe men to ceaſe, aud that this city be 
not builded, untill another command - 
ment ſhall be given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail noe to 
lo this: why ſhould damage grow to the 
hurt of the kings ? : 

23 Now when the copy of king At- 
taxerxes letter was read before Rehum 
and Shimſhai the [cribe , and their come 
\p1nions , they went up in baſte to jeru- 
lem nuto the Jews, and made them to 
ceaſe by force and power. 

24 Then ceaſed the work of the houſe 
of God, which is at Jeruſalem, So it ceaſed

9 Then asked we choſe elders, and 
. Caid unto ehem thus, Wno commanded 
you to build this beuſe, and ro make up 
Theſe walls? : 

10 We asked their names allo, to ce r- 
tific thee, that we might write the names 
of the men that ere the chief of them. 

11 Aud thus they returned us anſwer, 
ſaying, we are the ſervants of the God of 
heaven and earth, and build the houſe tha!

22 Unto an hundred talents of ſilver, 
and to an bundred meaſures ot whear, 
and to an hundred baths of wine, and ro 
an hundred baths of oil, and ſalt without 
preſcribing hom much.
